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The Prognostic Value of Antinuciear Antibodies in Women With

recurrent pregnancy loss disclosed a similar prevalence of positive ANA tests when 
compared with pregnant and nonpregnant controls.

Information about sexual concerns and dysfunctions may be obtained readily 


during a gynecologic evaluation with the inclusion of two direct open-ended sexual 
history questions. 


Instruments & Methods 


A New Funipuncture Technique: Two-Needle Ultrasound- and 
Needle Biopsy-Guided Procedure 


Funipuncture was performed in 262 pregnancies using a biopsy guide and twc 
needles: 20-gauge for uterine entry and 25-gauge for actual cord puncture. 


Intrapartum Uterine Activity: Evaluation of an Intrauterine 
Pressure Transducer 


A new intrauterine pressure transducer is evaluated clinically. 
Use of the Fibrin D-Dimer in Screening for Coagulation 
Abnormalities in Preeclampsia 


Detection of the D-dimer, a stable, covalently crosslinked degradation product of 
fibrin, may be useful in screening for coagulation abnormalities in preeclampsia. 


The Measurement of Surface Area of Endometriotic Implants by 
Morphometric Analysis 


The surface area of pelvic endometriotic implants was objectively quantified before 
and after treatment with danazol or Nafarelin acetate using a relatively simple and 
rapid technique. 


Comparison of Late Luteal Phase Endometrial Biopsies Using 
the Novak Curette or PIPELLE Endometrial Suction Curette 


The PIPELLE Endometrial Suction Curette provides an adequate specimen for 
endometrial dating with less pain than does the Novak curette. 


Interferon Therapy for Condylomatous Vulvitis 


Interferon therapy was effective in 88% of vulvar vestibulitis patients who 
demonstiated colposcopic and pathologic evidence of papillomavirus.

Acute intermittent porphyria in pregnancy is a rare condition that may be 
adequately treated following early diagnosis.

Factor VII deficiency is suspected when prothrombin time is prolonged while the 
activated partial thromboplastin time is normal; fresh frozen plasma is the 
preferred treatment.

Hyperalimentation 


Fatal cardiac tamponade resulted from central venous catheterization in a woman 
receiving total parenteral nutrition for hyperemesis gravidarum. 


Cocaine, Pregnancy, and Postpartum Intracerebral Hemorrhage 


Peripartum cocaine use may be associated with seizures and intracerebral 
hemorrhage, confusing the differential diagnosis of pre- and postpartum 
hypertensive disorders and complicating management. 


First-Trimester Maternal Listeria monocytogenes Sepsis and 
Chorioamnionitis With Normal Neonatal Outcome 


Maternal Listeria monocytogenes sepsis and chorioamnionitis at 13 weeks’ gestation 
was treated with antibiotics, resulting in the birth of a healthy neonate at term. 


Intrapartum Uterine Rupture 


A case of uterine rupture occurred in a patient exposed to DES in utero who had 
no known predisposing factors for uterine rupture. 


Postpartum Idiopathic Brachial Neuritis 


Idiopathic brachial neuritis should be considered in the diagnosis of shoulder pain 
after delivery. 


Ergotism: A Possible Etiology for Puerperal Psychosis 


Based on pertinent cases, an hypothesis is presented that ‘pure’ puerperal 
psychosis may represent an idiosyncratic reaction to drugs, particularly ergot 
derivatives. 


Difficulty of Fetal Monitoring in a Fetus With Intracardiac 
Tumors 


Technical difficulty with intrapartum fetal monitoring led to the diagnosis of a fetal 
arrhythmia due to intracardiac tumors. 


Congenital Heart Block in Successive Pregnancies: A Case 
Report and Evaluation of Risk With Therapeutic Consideration 
Two siblings with maternally derived SS-A antibody and congenital heart block are 


reported; risk factors for bearing multiply affected children are reviewed and 
treatment is discussed. 


Prenatal Sonographic Diagnosis of Hepatic 
Hemangioendothelioma With Secondary Nonimmune Hydrops 
Fetalis 


Fetal hepatic hemangioendothelioma with secondary nonimmune hydrops fetalis 
was diagnosed prenatally by ultrasonography. 
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Echogenic Venous Turbulence is a Critical Feature of Successful 
Intravascular Intrauterine Transfusion 


Umbilical venous echogenic turbulence during intravascular transfusion represents 
critical documentation of appropriate needle placement. 


Neonatal Cranial Osteomyelitis: A Complication of Fetal 
Monitoring 


Fetal scalp electrode placement may lead to serious sequelae in the newborn, 
including osteomyelitis. 


Endometrial Reconstruction After Hysteroscopic Incisional 
Metroplasty 


Reepithelialization of the endometrial surface was studied after hysteroscopic 


incision of the septum in a uterus removed 13 days after hysteroscopic incision for 
leiomyosarcoma. 


Symptomatic Internal Hernia of the Broad Ligament: A 
Complication of Electrocoagulation Therapy of Endometriosis 


Electrocoagulation of endometriosis of the broad ligament resulted in a large defect 
which allowed symptomatic bowel herniation. 


Lymphangioma Circumscriptum of the Vulva: Case Report and 
Review of the Literature 


A case of lymphangioma circumscriptum of the vulva is reported and the literature 
is reviewed. 
Familial Posterior Labial Fusion 


A case of familial posterior labial fusion is presented, and the literature is reviewed 
with emphasis on mechanisms of labial fusion. 


Maternal and Fetal Survival Following Surgery and 
Chemotherapy of Endodermal Sinus Tumor of the Ovary During 
Pregnancy: A Case Report 


Both mother and infant survived for at least 33 months after chemotherapy and 
ames for endodermal sinus tumor of the ovary in pregnancy.

Novel Approach to Intolerance of Oral Therapy 

The remission of a prolactin-producing pituitary adenoma after administration of 
intravaginal bromocriptine mesylate is reported. 

Meigs Syndrome and Elevated CA 125 


A patient with Meigs syndrome had a CA 125 level of 226 U/mL, which decreased 
to 32 U/mL postoperatively. 
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The Diagnosis of Immature Teratoma by Maternal Serum 
Alpha-Fetoprotein Screening 


Maternal serum alpha-fetoprotein screening led to the antepartum diagnosis of an 
asymptomatic and previously undetected immature teratoma of the ovary. 


Reviews 
Acyclovir Therapy During Pregnancy 


The use of acyclovir in pregnancy should be limited to cases of severe maternal 
infection such as varicella pneumonia, disseminated maternal herpes, and severe 
primary genital herpes. 


Is Genital Colonization With Mycoplasma Hominis or 
Ureaplasma urealyticum Associated With Prematurity/Low 
Birth Weight? 


Genital colonization with Mycoplasma hominis or Ureaplasma urealyticum is not 
associated with a higher rate of prematurity/low birth weight.

The Association of Antiphospholipid Antibodies With Severe 
Preeclampsia 


Some patients with early-onset severe preeclampsia have antiphospholipid 
antibodies and are at risk for serious thromboembolic morbidity. 


Quantitative Hemodynamic Effects of Acute Volume Expansion 
in Severe Preeclampsia 
In severe preeclampsia, acute volume expansion results in an elevation of cardiac 


index accompanied by a symmetrical reduction in systemic vascular resistance and 
no net change in blood pressure. 


Complement Activation and Anaphylatoxin (C3a and C5a) 
Formation in Preeclampsia and by Amniotic Fluid 
Biologically active complement split products are released in patients with 


preeclampsia, and in vitro by amniotic fluid from both preeclamptic and 
uncomplicated pregnancies. 


Maternal Age and Screening for Gestational Diabetes: A 
Population-Based Study 


The recommendations promulgated by ACOG for screening for gestational diabetes 
(maternal age of 30 years or older plus risk factors if younger) would potentially 
miss 35% of all cases. 


Psychological Impact of the Diagnosis of Gestational Diabetes 


The psychological functioning of women with gestational diabetes did not differ 
from that of non-diabetic pregnant women. 


Puerperal Uterine Inversion 


A 10-year retrospective study of acute puerperal inversion of the uterus is 
presented, and clinical correlates and management are discussed. 


Logistic Regression Analysis of Risk Factors for Intra-Amniotic 
Infection 


Multivariate analysis of prospective data identified parity, duration of membrane 
rupture, and duration of internal monitoring as significant risk factors for 
intra-amniotic infection. 
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Meta-Analysis of the Relationship Between Asymptomatic 
Bacteriuria and Preterm Delivery/Low Birth Weight 


Meta-analysis of cohort studies and randomized clinical trials demonstrated a clear 
association between asymptomatic bacteriuria and LBW/preterm delivery. 


Prevention of Neonatal Group B Streptococcal Disease: 
Intrapartum Detection and Chemoprophylaxis of Heavily 
Colonized Parturients 


Penicillin treatment of parturients decreased the total incidence of early-onset 
group B streptococcal disease in newborns by 60%. 


The Effects of Lactation on Bone Mineral Content in Healthy 
Postpartum Women 


Breast-feeding is associated with bon. mineral loss from the lumbar spine, but not 
from the mid- or distal radius during the first 6 months postpartum. 


Complications of Uterine Leiomyomas in Pregnancy 


Ten percent of pregnant women with myomas will have complications related to 
myomas in the second and third trimesters. 


Correlation of Apgar Scores and Umbilical Artery Acid-Base 
Status to Mortality and Morbidity in the Low Birth Weight 
Neonate 


Umbilical artery acidosis was related to mortality and idiopathic RDS, but not to 
periventricular/intraventricular hemorrhage. 


Characteristics of Premenstrual Syndrome 


Factor analyses of daily self-reported premenstrual syndrome symptom scores 
identified two factors, which included emotional-behavioral symptoms and 
physical-cognitive symptoms. 


Menopausal Hormone Replacement Therapy With Continuous 
Daily Oral Micronized Estradiol and Progesterone 
Continuous combined hormone replacement therapy for the menopause with 


natural E2 and progesterone controls symptoms without endometrial hyperplasia, 
uterine bleeding, or adverse effects on lipids. 


Luteal Phase Hyperprolactinemia During Ovulation Induction 
With Human Menopausal Gonadotropins: Incidence, 
Recurrence, and Effect on Pregnancy Rates 

The development of luteal phase hyperprolactinemia during ovulation induction 


with human menopausal gonadotropins was an uncommon event and had no 
adverse effect on pregnancy rates. 


Progesterone Feedback in Normal and Sulpiride-Induced 
Hyperprolactinemic Postmenopausal Women 


A positive feedback effect of progestin on gonadotropin release was found in 
normoprolactinemic and hyperprolactinemic postmenopausal women. 


A Comparison of the Fallopian Tube’s Response to Overt and 
Silent Salpingitis 
Tubal morphology, ciliary beat frequency, and Chlamydia trachomatis seroiogies 


were similar in women with distal tubal obstruction with or without a history of 
salpingitis. 


Patterns of Uterine Contractions and Prolonged Uterine Activity 
Using Three Methods of Breast Stimulation for Contraction 
Stress Tests 


Prolonged uterine activity without FHR decelerations occurred in 24% of 378 
breast-stimulated CSTs and was associated with postmaturity. 
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Reduced Fetal Platelet Counts in Pregnancies With Abnormal 
Doppler Umbilical Flow Waveforms 


Platelet counts were significantly lower in fetuses with high systolic/diastolic ratios 
of the umbilical artery flow waveform than in normal fetuses. 


Sonographic Measurements and Ratios in Fetuses With Down 
Syndrome 
Of nine second-trimester ultrasound measurements compared between normal 


fetuses and those with trisomy 21, the BPD/femur length ratio was the one most 
likely to predict Down syndrome. 


The Prevention of Meconium Aspiration in Labor Using 
Amnioinfusion 


Meconium below the cords and meconium aspiration syndrome in patients with 
thick meconium may be prevented by amnioinfusion during labor. 
Experimental Meconium Aspiration in Guinea Pigs 

The lung damage from meconium aspiration in guinea pigs was directly related to 


the length and degree of asphyxia and not to the aspiration of meconium. 


Treatment of Vaginal Intraepithelial Neoplasia With Laser and 
Topical 5-Fluorouracil 

Topical 5-FU and laser are both effective in the treatment of vaginal intraepithelial 
neoplasia. 

Tumor Markers CA 125, Squamous Cell Carcinoma Antigen, 
and Carcinoembryonic Antigen in Patients With 
Adenocarcinoma of the Uterine Cervix 

Clinical stage and course of cervical adenocarcinoma and adenosquamous 


carcinoma are biochemically reflected by serum profiles of CA 125, squamous cell 
carcinoma antigen, and carcinoembryonic antigen.

Instructional Model for Percutaneous Fetal Umb’* ical Blood 
Sampling 


A practical model for percutaneous umbilical cord sampling is presented that offers 
an effective method for development of an expertise with no patient risk and 
minimal expense. 


Instruments & Methods 
A Second Puncture Probe for Laparoscopic Delivery of the 
Nd:Yag Laser 


A laparoscopic delivery system for the Nd:Yag laser was found to be safe and 
effective for the treatment of endometriosis and pelvic adhesions. 


Primary Mass Closure of Midline Incisions With a Continuous 
Running Monofilament Suture in Gynecologic Patients 


Running mass closure of midline incisions with a permanent monofilament suture 
is expedient, cost-efficient, and safe, with no associated eviscerations in this study. 


Reliability of a Rapid Latex Fixation Test for Detecting Group B 
Streptococci in the Genital Tract of Parturients at Term 


The group B streptococci latex fixation test appears to be a rapid and reliable 


means of detecting group B streptococci in the lower genital tract of term patients 
with intact membranes.

Multiple Gestation Complicated by the Death of One Fetus 


Death of one fetus in a multiple gestation increases the risk of mortality and 
morbidity in the remaining fetus(es). 

Selective Second-Trimester Termination of the Anomalous Fetus 
in Twin Pregnancies 


Selective termination of the anomalous twin can be considered as an alternative to 
aborting both twins when one of them has a major abnormality. 


The Influence of Fetal Number on Antepartum Uterine Activity 


Daily uterine activity monitoring indicated that preterm labor is preceded by a 
significant increase in the frequency of contractions in singleton and twin, but not 
in triplet gestations. 


Second-Breech Presentation in Twins—A Possible Adaptive 
Measure to Promote Fetal Growth 


Breech-breech twins tend to be delivered at an earlier gestational age but have 
similar or larger birth weight compared with other combinations. 


A Sonographic and Karyotypic Study of Second-Trimester Fetal 
Choroid Plexus Cysts 


Fetal choroid plexus cysts observed on second-trimester sonography were not 
associated with autosomal trisomies. 


Meconium Aspiration Syndrome Without Evidence of Fetal 
Distress in Early Labor Before Elective Cesarean Delivery 


Four cases of meconium aspiration syndrome were documented in early labor in 
association with normal FHR tracings. 
Ethical Dilemmas in Fetal Echocardiography 


Prenatal diagnosis of congenital heart defects presents ethical dilemmas for 
prenatal management. 


Substance Abuse in Pregnant Women: Recent Experience at the 
Perinatal Center for Chemical Dependence of Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital 


Perinatal morbidity is increased among women abusing drugs during pregnancy, 
as compared with matched controls. 


Use of Ampicillin and Corticosteroids in Premature Rupture of 
Membranes: A Randomized Study 


Use of antenatal corticosteroids and ampicillin improved the outcome in preterm 
gestations with premature rupture of membranes. 


Precision of Reflectance Meters in Screening for Gestational 
Diabetes 


Home blood glucose meters lack the precision necessary for accurate screening for 
gestational diabetes. 

Factors Associated With Recia! Injury in Spontaneous Deliveries 
The risk of rectal injury in spontaneous cephalic deliveries increases significantly 
with midline episiotomy, nulliparity, physician delivery, and macrosomia, as well 
as in certain ethnic groups. 

The Reliability and Predictive Value of an Amniotic Fluid 
Scoring System in Severe Second-Trimester Oligohydramnios 


A numerical scoring system for the severity of oligohydramnios in the second 
trimester was highly predictive of perinatal outcome. 
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Antenatal Steroid Therapy and 5-Year Outcome of Extremely 
Low Birth Weight Infants 


Antenatal steroid therapy was associated with a substantial improvement in 
survival of infants with a birth weight of 500-999 g, with no apparent adverse 
sequelae to at least 5 years of age. 


Paired Papanicolaou Smears in the Evaluatiwn of Atypical 
Squamous Cells 


Paired Papanicolaou smears were not effective in evaluating patients with a 
cytologic diagnosis of atypical squamous cells. 


The Significance of a Negative Papanicolaou Smear With 
Hyperkeratosis or Parakeratosis 

Papanicolaou smears reported as negative with either hyperkeratosis or 
parakeratosis were not associated with an increased finding of dysplasia on 
colposcopy and directed biopsy. 

Metabolic Effects of Continuous Estradiol-Progestin Therapy in 
Postmenopausal Women 


Two different progestins induced similar lipid metabolic effects during 1 year of 
continuous combined hormone replacement therapy in postmenopausal women. 


A Prospective One-Year Study of Estrogen and Progestin in 
Postmenopausal Women: Effects on Clinical Symptoms and 
Lipoprotein Lipids 

A prospective 1-year study of 95 postmenopausal women receiving different doses 


of estrogen plus progestin or placebo found dose-related effects on clinical 
symptoms and lipids. 


Serum CA 125 Antigen Levels and Disease Severity in Patients 
With Endometriosis 


Serum CA 125 levels correlated with laparoscopically assessed disease severity in 
all stages of pelvic endometriosis. 


Comparison of Abdominal and Vaginal Sonography in 
Suspected Ectopic Pregnancy 


Vaginal sonography allowed early diagnosis of intrauterine pregnancy and more 
accurate diagnosis of ectopic pregnancy. 


Laser Vaporization Versus Laser Excision Conization in the 
Treatment of Cervical Intraepithelial Neoplasia 


Laser vaporization and laser excision biopsy under local anesthesia are similar in 
the management of cervical intraepithelial neoplasia. 


Endometrial Cancer: Histologic Correlates of 
Immunohistochemical Localization of Progesterone Receptor and 
Estrogen Receptor 


Progesterone receptor assay in endometrial adenocarcinoma correlated with 
histologic differentiation and discriminated the tissue component contribution. 


Normal-Sized Ovary Carcinoma Syndrome 


The clinical significance of normal-sized ovaries with diffuse abdominal 
carcinomatosis is discussed. 


Lymphocyte Activation by Recombinant Interleukin-2 in 
Ovarian Cancer Patients 


Recombinant interleukin-2 stimulates in vitro generation of lymphokine-activated 
killer cell activity in ovarian cancer patients, but peritoneal-cavity lymphocytes are 
more resistant than peripheral blood lymphocytes. 
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Re-Treatment of Patients With Recurrent Epithelial Ovarian 
Cancer With Cisplatin-Based Chemotherapy 


Nineteen patients with recurrent epithelial ovarian cancer were re-treated with 
cisplatin-based chemotherapy, with excellent results.

Data base systems can have an impact on the turnover time for hospital discharge 
summaries. 


Ticarcillin/Clavulanic Acid Versus Clindamycin and Gentamicin 
in the Treatment of Post-Cesarean Endometritis Following 
Antibiotic Prophylaxis 


Ticarcillin/clavulanic acid was as effective as clindamycin and gentamicin in the 
treatment of postpartum endometritis. 


Use of Ultrasonography in the Difficult Postmenopausal Dilation 
and Curettage 


Ultrasonography was used successfully to help complete a D&C in 21 


postmenopausal patients who were previously inoperable because of anatomical 
difficulties. 


Ovulation Prediction by Monitoring Salivary and Vaginal 
Electrical Resistance With the PEAK Ovulation Predictor 


Monitoring of salivary and vaginal electrical resistance with the PEAK Ovulation 
Predictor had little value in accurately predicting the date of ovulation. 


A Beltless Tocodynamometer—A Preliminary Report 


A beltless tocodynamometer was found to be a convenient, easy to use, and 
sensitive device to detect uterine activity.

Cesarean Birth for Failed Progress in Labor 


There were major differences in cesarean birth rates for “dystocia” between a clinic 


and private service among nulliparous patients at term, due largely to management 
of augmented labors. 


Pregnancy Outcome After Premature Rupture of the Membranes 
at or Before 26 Weeks’ Gestation 


Outcome of pregnancies complicated by PROM at or before 26 weeks may not be 
uniformly dismal, and management should be individualized. 


Early Prediction of Antepartum Hypertension 


Antepartum hypertension complicated 21.6% of pregnancies in women with a mid- 
pregnancy screening MAP of 85 mmHg or higher, but only 0.7% of pregnancies in 
women with a MAP below 85. 


The Plasma Renin-Angiotensin System in Preeclampsia: Effects 
of Magnesium Sulfate 


Magnesium sulfate infusion caused a decline in plasma renin activity in women 
with preeclampsia but not in those with preterm labor; angiotensin-converting 
enzyme activity was not affected in either group.

Saline Instillation or Vaginal Prostaglandin E, Application 


Extra-amniotic saline instillation was more effective than vaginal PG in ripening the 
unfavorable cervix.

Lumbar epidural anesthesia administered to parturients with thrombocytopenia 
was not associated with neurologic complications. 


Antenatal Detection of Congenital Malformations by Routine 
Ultrasonography 


The sensitivity and specificity of detection of malformed fetuses by ultrasound 
screening of a pregnant population were 58.1 and 99.9%, respectively. 


Magnetic Resonance Imaging of Anomalous Fetuses 


In selected cases of fetal anomalies, MRI can enhance information provided by 
ultrasound, particularly if performed after fetal neuromuscular blockade. 


Umbilical Artery Waveform During Bicycle Exercise in Normal 
Pregnancy 


The S/D ratio of the umbilical artery, studied by pulsed Doppler before and after 
bicycle exercise, did not change. 
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Doppler Umbilical Artery Velocimetry in Pregnancy 
Complicated by Insulin-Dependent Diabetes Mellitus 


Normal fetal placental resistance is present in most pregnancies complicated by 
diabetes without maternal vascular disease. 


A Model of Bacterially Induced Umbilical Vein Spasm, Relevant 
to Fetal Hypoperfusion 


Group B streptococcus produces a potent heat-stable exotoxin that induces 
contract.on of the human umbilical vein. 


Human Fetal Responses to Sound as a Function of Stimulus 
Intensity 


Fetal heart rate and gross body movements vary as a function of the intensity of 
the acoustic stimulus. 


Oral Contraceptive Use in Women With a Family History of 
Breast Cancer 


Oral contraceptive use does not significantly alter the risk of breast cancer among 
women with a family history of the disease. 


Cervical Adenocarcinoma in Young Women: Possible 
Relationship to Microglandular Hyperplasia and Use of Oral 
Contraceptives 

Cervical adenocarcinomas and adenosquamous carcinomas were compared with 


squamous carcinomas with regard to microglandular hyperplasia and oral 
contraceptive use, with no significant differences found. 


Gonadotropin and Estradiol Levels During Ovarian Stimulation 
in Women Treated With Leuprolide Acetate 
Peripheral serum levels of FSH and E2 during ovarian stimulation in 209 women 


treated with leuprolide acetate were higher than values in 202 control subjects; 
serum LH levels were lower. 


Computed Tomography Versus Magnetic Resonance Imaging for 
the Evaluation of Suspected Pituitary Adenomas 


Magnetic resonance imaging appears to be superior to CT scan for evaluating soft 
tissues in patients with suspected pituitary disease. 

Comparison of Cyproterone Acetate and Danazol in the 
Treatment of Pelvic Pain Associated With Endometriosis 


Cyproterone acetate may be useful! in treating pelvic pain associated with 
endometriosis, and has fewer side effects than danazol. 


Human Papillomavirus DNA in Glandular Dysplasia and 
Microglandular Hyperplasia: Presumed Precursors of 
Adenocarcinoma of the Uterine Cervix 


The absence of HPV DNA suggests that glandular dysplasia and microglandular 
hyperplasia are unlikely precursor lesions of adenocarcinoma of the uterine cervix.

Epithelial Ovarian Cancer In Vitro 


A new model system offers the opportunity to study the endocrine regulation and 
therapy of human epithelial ovarian cancer.

Pubic bone resection was accomplished with little added surgical morbidity and

Survival with pelvic exenteration for cervical cancer relates to time of recurrence 


after initial radiotherapy, size and mobility of the recurrent pelvic mass, and 
negative surgical margins and regional nodes.

Pain was reduced significantly in patients who received 20% benzocaine gel 
compared with those who received no anesthetic or placebo before several 
common gynecologic procedures.

Hysterectomy indications can be validated for the quality assurance process even 
when normal tissue is expected. 
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
